Modern reformers, 
scattering their Locarno 
flowers in the wind, have 
forgotten the basic message 
of Christ’s life.

the poet Marianne Moore. No 
combination of secular 
solutions can solve what is a 
spiritual problem. We could 
double the general standard 
of living, eliminate poverty, 
build every needed hospital 
and library in every city on 
earth, sign permanent 
treaties, and provide endless 
outlets for recreation and 
pleasure—but men would still 
starve for want of purpose,

trace of digging. Deserters 


from the army are pardoned 
in a general amnesty, while 
the political prisoners are 
given extra terms in special 
labor camps. 

In the Soviet Union, it is, 
and has been for many years, 
1984: Love is hate, truth is 
error, virtue is vice, and 
free dom:-is -slavery-. 
Solzhenitsyn’s perspicuous 
eye pierces the sham of state 
propaganda. 

Drawing on the statistician 
Kurganov, Solzhenitsyn puts 
the cost of Soviet tyranny 
ErOMe = LOA es tO 195 9 at 
66,000,000 lives. And this 
did not have to wait for 
Stalin to begin it—it is of the 
essence of communism, based 
on principles enunciated by 
Marx and Engels themselves, 
and applied with horrifying 
consistency from Lenin to 
the present day. ““Fhe camps 
are not merely the ‘dark side’ 
of our postrevolutionary 
life,” he writes. ‘Their scale 
made them not an aspect, not 
just a side, but very nearly 
the very liver of events.” 

Seven hundred pages of 
such anecdotes would be 
almost unbearable, were it 
not for the very human, and 
often even amusing manner in 
which Solzhenitsyn tells his 
stories. 

Surely it is one of the 
miracles that the author not 
only survived, but rose above 
the despair of the camps and 
the ubiquitous disintegration 
of human dignity. In 1971,

Handling a big spread like this 
one, with over a million head, 
ain’t no piece of cake, but it’s 
what he’d had his heart set on 
for more than a year now. 

Ranching is well worth it, 
even these days. Because 
“them little critters’ are darn 
near worth their weight in 
gold. 

Yep, pardner, worm 
ranching—you heard 
right-WORM ranching has 
turned into a backyard 
bonanza. And it certainly is 
earning its keep! Why, them 
little critters are worth (at the 
current retail price) up to $19 
a pound. 


Money rewards 

The idea of raising a 
fortune in your own 
backyard is catching on and 
worming its way into the 
hearts of many people who 
can’t hack the nine-to-five. . 
And many of them are 
finding satisfying rewards. 

Up until about a year ago, 
Chris Behl was director of 
flight operations at Seven Bar 
Raley tie S:e.6 Vic C2. in 
Albuquerque, New Mexico. 
He was pulling in about 
$1,500 a month and wasn’t 
particularly happy. One day 
he noticed the company’s 
long-time dispatcher-

bookkeeper was gone. Rumor 
had it that she had “retired.” 
Behl knew she was in no kind 
of financial position to retire, 
and she was still young too. 

One day while out on a 
drive with his wife, Behl 
noticed a big sign with the 
dispatcher’s name on it. 

“I couldn’t believe it. If 
this was the same gal, and I’m 
sure it was, she had gone 
crazy! The sign declared that 
she and her husband were 
operating a worm ranch. Of 
all things— a WORM ranch! 

“And her husband was a 
successful real estate broker, 
too. 

“TI just couldn’t believe it. 
What would prompt them to

give up all they had going for 
them and get into some 
crazy, far-fetched thing like 
worm ranching? My 
curiousity was aroused and I 
stopped to see what was 
going on. I was converted!” 


Own ranch 

Today 28-year-old Chris 
and his wife, Ann, have their 
own worm ranch in Sandy, 
Utah. And they have never 
been happier, they say. 

They’ve never been as 
popular, either. It’s not every 
new family that moves into 
the neighborhood that gets 
the largest intermountain 
television station to do a 
three minute news feature on

in Sandy, Utah. Such 


them and have it run on three 
different newscasts. Well, 
that’s the kind of welcome, 
the Behl’s got when they 
arrived with their “‘livestock” 
in the Salt Lake Valley. 

Ann said the phone didn’t 
stop ringing for weeks. “It 
seemed like everybody in the 
world wanted to know about 
worms.” 

“So we told them,” Chris 
added. 

The Behls have their 
“Ranch’’:’“- on ten acres, 
although nowhere near that 
much land is needed to make 
it in worm ranching. At the 
present time they are only 
using about one-quarter acre 
for their worms. 


Fontana system 

The Behl’s operate their 
ranch according to a system 
developed by a company 
called Fontana Worm Ranch. 
The Fontana system provides 
the potential worm grower all 
the necessary training and 
expertise to get off to a good 
start. Then they provide 
constant supervision and 
consulting if the grower so 
requests, Behl said. But the 
best part about Fontana is 
the guaranteed buy-back 


agreement. According to 
Behl.= after aneinitial 
investment, Fontana will 


buy-back all or part of the 
worms produced on any of 
their ranches for a minimum 
of $2.50 a pound. And as the 
price of the worms fluctuates, 
as any livestock market does, 
Fontana will pay the going 
price for them. Currently, 
Behl said, the price is about 
$3.75 a pound. Fontana will 
then sell the worms for up to 
$19 a pound to one or more 
of eight different catalog sales 
companies. 

Belonging to such a large 
distribution system is by no 
means necessary, however. 
The markets are expanding all 
the time and with a little time 
and effort just about 
anybody can organize their 
own distribution channels, 

The Behl’s worms are 
arranged in beds that 
resemble raised planter boxes 
measuring four by eight feet. 
Ten beds are arranged 
together. The two-by-twelves 
needed to build the beds cost 
about $74, Behl said. 


Hybrid worms 

Each bed will take about 
100,000 worms to_ begin 
with. Behl raises Hybrid 
Redworms, a domesticated 
earthworm developed over 
years of careful scientific 
crossbreeding. It is a tough, 
livlier-than-ordinary garden 
earthworm, and its red color 
is both appealing to the 
market and makes for easy 
identification in the worm 
beds. 

“Domestication of the 
earthworms permits its being 
raised in bins, boxes, tubs, 
etc. And control over the 
food and moisture provided 
the worms means they 
multiply many times faster 
than ordinary earthworms,” 
Behl said. 

The red wiggler, as he is 
commonly called, is prolific. 
A worm bed is capable of 
doubling in population about 
every 90 days. The fact that 
worms are not bisexual

night—it doesn’t matter, he 
doesn’t need any light,” said 
Mrs. Boyer ‘admiringly.

Undaunted by any 
obstacle, the tall doctor 
admits that life has been an 
uphill battle to reach where 
he is today. 

Shortly after his vision loss, 
he attended Utah’s State 
School for the Deaf and Blind 
in Ogden. Ten years later, he 
was allowed to attend Delta 
High School. 

After graduation lliff came 
to Brigham Young University. 
During his college stay, he 
vacillated from seeking a 
business career to animal 
husbandry and in the end 
graduated with a double 
major in religion and 
sociology and minors in 
economics and English. With 
the promise of a_ teaching 
position in seminary, he 
sought and obtained a 
teaching certificate only later 
to learn the policy on blind 
teachers was changed. 


Meets wife 

While at BYU, the doctor 
met two people that affected 
his life deeply and changed 
the course of his- future.

Jasperson from Tucson, 
Arizona, in need of part-time 
employment obtained the job 
to become a reader for him. 
A short time later a romance 
developed and the two were 


married the following 
December.

Jetieny “was -4 skated 
wrestler—which explains his 
broad shoulders. and 
well-developed physique. He 
was captain and member of 
the BYU wrestling team and 
frequently visited Dr. Del 
Boyer, an osteopath in town. 
Always intrigued with human 
physiology, while at BYU he 
had taken many pre-med 
classes and Dr.’ Boyer 
encouraged Iliff to look into 
the field of osteopathy as 
something he could do.

Can a blind person take on a 
full load? “You bet, you 
either take it or you don’t.” 
Hard work paid off. He 
graduated in the top ten 
percent of his class with Psi 
Sigma Alpha honors.

Could he do such a feat 
today? The stalwart doctor 
sadly acknowledged, “Today, 
blind students aren’t 
admitted to medical schools 
anymore with few 
exceptions. It seems that 
people feel that the blind are 
not capable of doing things 
that the sighted can do. Blind 
people must go an extra two

they need that initial 
chance to prove themselves.” 

Physical restrictions can 
work two ways, he added. 
They either stifle growth or 
stimulate people to greater 
success. Dr. Jeffery is a living 
example of the latter. Other 
blind osteopaths can be 
found throughout the 
country. Another living 
example is in Salt Lake City, 
Dr. C. E. Conklin, blinded 
since the age of ten. The two 
refer patients back and forth. 

Normalcy is what the

“Mahogany”’ — movie review

Here’s the scenario: back in 
the 40s sometime, a poor 
ghetto child in Detroit longs 
for better things in life. 
Through guile and brains, he 
makes inroads into the 
recording world. By the 
mid-1960s, he is head of 
Motown Records, one of the 
hottest labels in the disk 
business. He has become one 
of the richest and most 
FRMECESAT Mil place lx 
entrepreneurs in the nation. 
By 1975, this bright and 
talented man is ready to try 
something new, so he buys 
himself the rights to a film 
and directs it himself, with 
next to no experience. 

Now, how does this fable 
end? If you think that Berry 
Gordy @Gircered #1 
masterpiece, with layers of 
deep meaning and big box 
office recipts, then you 
probably have the kind of 
mentality that will appreciate 
Gordy’s film, “Mahogany.” 
Half of this very romantic 
happy ending came true: 
‘““Mahogany”’ is making piles 
of money. It is also a pile of 
nonsense. 

“Mahogany,” of course, is 
that new film with Diana 
Ross about fashion modeling. 
One top critic recommended 
Cia GWG w. Qil©® HS 
‘“‘Mahogany’’ because its 
excesses were howlingly 
funny-= dt swias a = ereat 
gagger.” I would warn against 
that, however; ‘““Mahogany”’ is 
so bad throughout that one 
grows numbed to the whole 
business of incompetence. 

What’s wrong with 
“Mahogany?” To the ghetto” 
dweller, nothing; it’s the 
romantic equivalent of “Get 
the Man, Black Superman,” 
and similar films. Gordy and

his star, Diana Ross; pile on - 


the schmaltz until it becomes 
oppressive. They smother us 
with exaggerations, and with 
subtle racial slurs (very clear 
lines are drawn between the 
villains and heroes—whites 
and blacks). They also 
barrage us with bad acting, 
horrible photography, and 
one of the most screamingly 
indulgent musical scores in 
years. Picture this scene for 
instance: 

SETTING: Chicago’s south 
side. (goopy music starts to 
build) 

Handsome, idealistic male 
lead: “I’m hoping for a day 
when. . . .(cymbals crash) 

... all of this will be a good 
place to live!’ (music swells, 
and drifts away) 

““Mahogany’’ is also a 
pyramid of cliches; 
scriptwriter Michael Masser 
amassed them by the 
hundreds. Lines like “success 
is only success when it’s 
shared with someone you 
love, baby” come up all the 
time, with the appropriate 
musical flourishes in the 
soundtrack. 

““Mahogany”’ stars Diana 
Ross (the beautiful high 
fashion model who knew 
what she wanted—and didn’t 
care how she got it); Billy 
Dee Williams (he loved 
Mahogany, and would follow 


‘her around the world if he 


had to);and Anthony Perkins 
(the photographer who made 
Mahogany~—and then tried to 
destroy her.) As mentioned 
earlier, ‘‘Mahogany’’ was 
directed by Berry Gordy (the 
Detroit nouveau riche who 
wanted to make a film in the 
worst way—and did). 
Anyone who turns to 
cinema for a respite from 
finals is going to have 
problems this week.

Arnold-atsoetelt. the 
Cougars may have been

the shot,” he said. 

Arnold was impressed with 
the Cougars’ second half 
effort. ““We came out scared 
but we learned that we could 
play with them.” 

The Cougars used an 
aggressive full-court, 
man-to-man defense but the 
tournament’s MVP, 5-9 
Alagia of St. John’s dribbled 
through it successfully as he 
led the Redmen with 19 
points and nine assists, along 
with controlling the tempo of 
the game.

In Friday’s action, the 
Cougars defeated Long Beach 
State, 84-76, in a game that 
provided -Y fans a lot of 
excitement.

The halftime score was 31-29 
in favor of the Cougars. 

BYU came back in the 
second period to outscore the 
49ers 11-0 in the first five 
minutes. After that, the 
Cougars were never behind, 
although: screaming fans saw 
the lead narrowed to less than 
five points seven times in the 
last eight minutes of the 
game. 

With 42 seconds remaining, 
the 49ers tipped the ball in to 
make the score 78-76. BYU 
then put in six straight points 
to end the game. 

The Cougar lead lessened in 
the second half in part due to 
the free throw shooting of 
Long Beach State. Although 
the Y shot 73 per cent from 
the line during the period, the 
49ers responded by putting in 
83 per cent of its charity 
shots. 

Statistically, Long. Beach 
outplayed BYU, sinking 54 
per cent of its field goals to 
the Cats’ 49 per cent, and 
putting in 75 per cent of the 
shots from the charity stripe, 
while the Cougars finished at 
69 per cent. 

Five Cougars were in 
double figures. Jay Cheesman 
and Veryl Law both sank 17 
points. Verne Thompson puts 
in 14, and Mark Handy and 
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BYU's Verne Thompson (40) soars toward the basket to 
score two of his 18 points against St. John’s Saturday 


night. 
Vance Law both had 10 
points. Thompson, a 6-6 


forward, also pulled down 10 
rebounds, the most for either 
team. 

Coach Arnold said the 
Cougars played “‘horrendous 
basketball” during the first 
half. ‘““‘We took 25-foot shots 
from the corner with no 
rebounding.

haircutting came naturally to 
him.

Mrs. Curtis has 
been showing it in museums 
around the western area, and 
even at the MGM Hotel in 
Las Vegas. ‘‘He always 
wanted to show his work 
work in a big Las Vegas 
hotel,” she says, ‘“‘but he 
wouldn’t have dreamed of the 
Diggest..-< 2: she “pats the 
head of three-year-old 
daughter, Ruth Mary, born a 
month and a half after Curtis’ 
death.

Out in back, she explains, is 
the foundry where she does 
the bronze-casting—a foundry 
built by her husband.

His study was made about the 
time of Curtis’ experimenting 
and Mrs. Curtis notes he 
often used to bring BYU 
students there to watch and 
learn the bronze casting. 


Mrs. Curtis is rather 
embarrassed about the state 
of the foundry, which looks 
like a typical work area. She 
apologizes for the red and 
white garbage cans her son is 
painting as his last project to 
become an Eagle scout. 
Shelves along the northern 
wall are full of rubber molds, 
which she has made of all his 
statues, she explains proudly. 


Each mold 
plaster and split in half, the 
inside of one reveals the fine

lines, -the--fur. coat: and 
features of a dog that might 
well have herded sheep. 
“This,” she says, showing a 
can of thick glossy black 
liquid, makes the rubber—it 
doesn’t until we add the 
other two components.” 


She also shows a big oven 
where the ceramic casts are 
made—and explains how, 
after the wax mold is made,

statues must be sectioned so 
the metal will be sure to get 
into each niche and corner of 
the statue. She explains the 
use of sprues in feeding the 
hot metal into the mold. 


Pouring begins 

Mrs. Curtis demonstrates 
how the big clamp needs two 
people to use it for lifting the 
hot metal out of the furnace 
and begin. pouring. “This is 
heavy work and we usually 
get some men to help in this 
process.” 

She explains that the men 
don’t need any training. “The 
mayor of Springville has 
helped us, and he’s a 
veterinarian. Our neighbor, 
Max Allman, always comes 
over to help. And he won’t 
take anything for it.” 

The metal pouring is not 
the end of the process. The 
statue pieces then have to be 
welded together. “I take the 
pieces over to BYU and 
Lester Long welds them.” 
(Long is in welding, in the 
Technology Department.) 


She also shows the machine 
her husband made for 
sand-blasting the welded 
statues. This texturizes the 
statue. Her husband also 
created -a kind of air drill, 
used to file the welds until 
tipey- blend ini o7 =tite 
Statue iz .-2 And: -then: the 
metal statue has yet to be 
colored. 


Work lives 

“As far as I know, I’m the 
only woman who does this,” 
says Mrs. Curtis. “Sometimes 
my back aches....I’m the 
only one to carry this on. My 
husband always said, ‘Don’t 
let this work die with me.’ ” 

Son Skip is well-trained in 
the art of bronze-casting. “I 
don’t mind doing the 
casting, == he: says, ‘but. «] 
haven’t got the patience to 
mess. around with the clay.” 


Although few critics saw 
Curtis’ work, Mrs. Curtis 
remembers one man, on 
learning that Curtis had no 
training, remarked, “He 
doesn’t need any training, he 
has the spark.”’ 

One critic at a state fair 
exhibit called his crouching 
cowboy holding a looped 
rope a “living portrait.” 

Critics or not, sculpting was 
just “something he had to 
do” says Mrs. Curtis.
